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YELLOW FEVER. 


The Scourge Increasing to an Alarm- 
ing Extent. 


Mempuis, August 24.—The fever is 
largely on the increase and matters 
luok quite panicky again this morn- 
ing, the applications from the poor to 
be sent out of the city being great. 
For the twenty-four hours ending at 
noon 105 new cases have been report- 
ed and fifteen deaths. Of the new 
cases about seventy-five have been re- 
ported this morning. The scarcity of 
nurses is beginning to be felt. 

To-day the number of new cases of 
yellow fever reported is nearly double 
that of any previous day, the total for 
the twenty-four bours ending at 6 
Pp M. being 106, and the deaths for the 
same time being fifteen. The large 
increase becoming known at noon cre- 
ated something of a panic among 
those who had determined to brave it 
out, and many wavered in their reso- 
lution and left the city by rail this 
evening. The Howards have had 
more than they could attend to and 
to-day experienced some difficulty in 
supplying nurses for the sick. The 
incresse of the fever to-day has 
brought more laborers into the fleld, 
and the Odd Fellows, Masons and 
Knights of Honor orders and work- 
jngmen’s relief boards find their time 
pretty well occupied in caring for the 
sick and destitute. 

Nasnavinzz, Tenn., August 23.— 
The citizens’ committee to-day col- 
lected $2030, besides a large quantity 
of provisions, in aid of the cities 
afflicted with the yellow fever. 

New ORLEANS, August 24.—-New 
cases to-day, 183; deaths, 42. Hugh 
Irvine, chief operator of the Western 
Union telegraph office in this city, 
died this morning of yellow fever, 
after six days’ illuvess. 

* New York, August 24. — The 
Chamber of Commerce relief commit- 
tee up to noon to-day had received 
$1900 for the yellow fever sufferers. 

Curicaco, Augu-t 24. — Subscrip- 
tions aggregating $2500 were made on 
the Board of Trade this morning for 
the benefit or the yellow. fever cities 
of the South. : 

Cincinnati, August 24.—A bale of 
cotton donated by the steamer James 
D. Parker was sold on Change to-day 
for $600. This will be sent to aid 
the sufferers at Memphis. 

Hotty Sprinas, Miss., August 24. 
There are six cases of yellow fever 
here, all refugees. The Jackson 
Board of Health has designated Holly 
Springs as one of the infected points 
and quarantined its mail matter. 

Sr. Louis, August 24—The fund 
for the fever sufferers in the South 
has increased to about $5000. 

Mempuis, August 24.—A special to 
the Appeal from Grenada says: The 
appeuls for nurses to-day, which could 

not be answered, were heartrending. 
Whole families are down without a 
soul to aid them: The fifty brave 
nurses on duty have more than an

dunt supplies of provisions from 
neighboring towns come in daily, and 
funds are now being received quite 
liberally. Good nurses are now the 
greatest need.

Ayres and Strain arrived here this 
evening from nine miles north of 
Cookeville, in Overton County, where 
the fight of yesterday occurred between 
illicit distillers and twelve revenue 
Officers, and they say they were 
about to put up for the night when they 
were unexpectedly fired into by twenty 
or thirty men. A regular skirmish 
ensued, in which Phillips was shot 
through the left side (believed to, be 
mortally wcunded), Pippins under 
the right eye and Smith in the left arm. 
One illicit distiller was seen to fall. 
They were sent here by Daviy 
fur reinforcements. When they left) 
the firing was still going on and news 
of the result is awaited. Eighteen 
armed meu went from here to-night to 
reinforce Special Deptuty Collector 
Davis. Two illicit distilleries have 
just been broken up in Lawrence and 
Overton Counties.

Steamers 
will be placed bn the lake for the trans- 
portation of passengers and freight, 
and from some point this side of the 
lake (or more probably from the foot 
of the lake) a branch road will run to 
the Nine-Mile house, which is at the 
foot of the grade going to Aurora. 
To prevent transhipments, and be- 
cau-e there is not on the route any 
grade greater than twelve feet to the 
mile, the road will be broad gauge, 
which will enable it to connect direct- 
ly with the Virginia & Truckee and 
Central Pacific railroads. 

The extension will be fifty-nine 
miles ia length and will attract much 
attention to the unexplored regions of 
southern Nevada. When we get $2,- 
000,000 we shall build a railroad from 
Reno northward through Beckworth 
pass and down to tide water. We 
shall then finish the V. & T. on to a 
connection with the Texas Pacific 
some where in southern California. 
This line, with its mining, agricultural 
and lum®tring interests, we should re- 
gard as the best paying railroad in the 
world. The Hnterprise also says that 
there isa large quantity of tillable 
land yet unclaimed, which will be 
only two hours ride from Virginia 
city, when the new road is completed. 
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AND WREN. 

There has beef a compromise in 
Eureka between Congressman Wren 
and General Connor, which will do 
away with the strife which threatened 
the Republican primaries.

Suicide of Cy. Hawley. 


Cason Appeal of Sunday: News 
reached here yesterday ‘from Hank 
Martin‘s wood camp that Cy. Hawley, 
an old stage driver widely known as 
an experienced reinsman, ended a pro- 
longed spree yesterday morning by 
shooting himself through the bowels 
with a pistol.

At 
half-past 2 vu’clock on the morning 
mentioned an alarm of fire was given. 
Dr. Murat gave the alarm, and it was 
the Frenchman’s place that was on 


|fire. The flames were extinguished 


and the unlucky restauranteur was 
found with his throat cut from one ear 
to the other, and all his money gone. 
The circumstance of Dr. Murat giving 
the first notice of the fire, joined to 
the fact that he had blood upon his 
clothing, led the officers to arrest him 
upon suspicion of having committed 
the horrid crime. The doctor, how- 
ever, satisfactorily accounted for his 
gory condition, and also in other ways 
showed his innocence, so he was dis- 
charged from custody.
